Karman, the first Arab woman to win the Nobel Peace Prize- 
and one of its youngest recipients-founded the rights group 
Women Journalists without Chains, and emerged as a key figure 
in protests against Yemeni President Ali Abdullah Saleh’s regime. 


Ellen Johnson Sirleaf 73 

Johnson Sirleaf, a Harvard graduate whose political resilience 
earned her the nickname “Iron Lady,” became Africa’s first dem- 
ocratically-elected female president in 2006, three years after 
decades of civil war ended. 



NOBEL PEACE PRIZE CHAMPIONS WOMEN’S RIGHTS

Women’s rights took center stage Saturday at the Nobel cer- 
emonies as three women recognized for their struggles against 
the backdrops of the Arab Spring and democratic progress in 
Africa accepted this year’s peace prize. 

Liberian President Ellen Johnson Sirleaf, and Leymah Gbow- 
ee, a social worker and peace campaigner from the same country 
shared the prize with Tawakkul Karman, an activist and journal- 
ist who this year played a key opposition role in Yemen. 

The three were chosen for their non-violent struggle against 
injustice, sexual violence and repression. 

“Ever since the Norwegian Nobel Committee made this year’s 
decision known, the people of Norway have looked forward to 
seeing you on this stage,” said Thorbjorn Jagland, chairman of 
the Norwegian Nobel Committee. 


“Abu give concrete meaning to the Chinese proverb which 
says that ‘women hold up half the sky,’ ” he said. “We thank you 
for the hope you awaken in us all.” 

Jagland said the work of the three laureates should serve as 
warning to dictators even as more civilians were killed Saturday 
in Syria. 

“The leaders in Abmen and Syria who murder their people to re- 
tain their own power should take note of the following: mankind’s 
fight for freedom and human rights never stops,” Jagland said. 

The three women received the coveted gold Nobel medal and 
a diploma and will share $1.5 million in cash. They also were be 
honored with a star-studded concert Sunday that culminated 
the program of Nobel events. 

All three honorees dedicated their remarks to women strug- 
gling for equal rights around the world. 


Obama, Gore among 
past Nobel honorees 

Awarded almost every year since 1901 (it has been 
halted during times of major international conflict), 
the Peace Prize has a history of contentious laureates. 

Previous winners include former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, who won alongside Vietnam- 
ese revolutionary Le Due Tho (who declined the 
award), and the late Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat, 
who won jointly with Israeli President Shimon Peres 
and former Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

In 2009, the prize was awarded to President 
Obama despite the fact he had spent less than one 
year in office. Two years earlier, former Vice Presi- 
dent A 1 Gore was a joint recipient in recognition of

Viewers follow the lives of these sexual 
novices as they embark on their first-time 
experiences and candidly discuss why and 
how they came to lead such chaste lives. 

Much of the content is shudder-wor- 
thy— the gamut runs from chewy kisses to 
awkward first dates to flagrant messages of 
self-righteousness (e.g., virginity is purity). 

How common is this new STD? 

So far, there has been only one known 
breakout, and it was contained to basic cable. 
Beware of reruns. And if the casting call on 
TLC’s website is any indication, more break- 
outs are extremely likely 

How do people get it? 

It spreads via media- to-individual contact. 
Also, word of mouth. 

What are the symptoms? 

Mild- to- severe discomfort, frequent 
cringing, possible vomiting and/or crying and 


temporary blindness. In extreme cases; the 
desire to stab one's own eyes out also may 
occur. Some viewers also may experience 
uncontrollable fitsofiaughter. 

What complications can result if gone 
untreated?

Funny ladies are raising their profile this year —

They’ve landed leading roles in movies cen- 
tered around crude guy humor. Take Cameron 
Diaz in “Bad Teacher,” Anna Faris in “What’s 
Your Number?” and Mila Kunis in “Friends 
with Benefits.” Kunis, who is the voice of Meg 
on “Family Guy,” was named GQ’s “knock- 
out” in its Men of the Year issue. 

And lately women arc the center of atten- 
tion on the small screen. Rosie O’Donnell 
moved to Chicago and has a talk show on the 
Oprah Winfrey Network.

GOP race heats up 


DES MOINES, Iowa Surging frontrunner Newt 
Gingrich fought off heavy attacks in a presi- 
dential debate in Iowa on Saturday from 
Republican rivals who portrayed him as a 
Washington insider and questioned his judg- 
ment. 

Gingrich, described by some critics as rash 
and petulant, kept his cool as his Republi- 
can rivals criticized him for making up to 
$i .6 million from housing giant Freddie Mac, 
for saying Palestinians were an “invented” 
people and for his troubled marital past. 

Mitt Romney the former frontrunner and 
once the presumed nominee, contrasted his 
business experience with Gingrich’s back- 
ground in Washington. 


“We don’t need folks who are lifetime 
Washington people,” Romney said, adding his 
time as head of a private equity firm helped 
him understand how to turn around the 
economy and made him more electable than a 
Washington politician like Gingrich. 

But Romney may have hurt himself by chal- 
lenging Texas Gov Rick Perry to a $10,000 
bet over healthcare in a quip that drew criti- 
cism of Romney as out of touch with normal 
Americans in economic hard times. 

It was the first debate since Gingrich roared 
past Romney to take a big lead in polls in the 
Republican battle to pick a 2012 challenger to 
President Obama, and the other candidates 
were quick to attack. 


Iran: We’re keeping spy drone 

Iran will not return an unmanned American 
stealth plane that it says it has, one of Iran’s top 
generals said, according to the semi-official 
Fars news agency Sunday. 

“No nation welcomes other countries’ spy 
drones in its territory, and no one sends back 
the spying equipment and its information back 
to the country of origin,” said Gen. Hossein 
Salami, deputy commander of the Armed 
Forces. 

“It makes no difference where this drone 
originated and which group or country sent it 
to invade our air space,” Salami said. “This was 
an act of invasion and belligerence.” 

American officials have not confirmed that 
the drone in a video released Thursday is a U.S. 
aircraft, but Pentagon spokesman George Little 
has said that an American drone is missing and 
had not been recovered as of Thursday. 


47 Occupy protesters arrested 

Police cleared an anti-Wall Street tent camp in 
Boston’s financial district Saturday morning, 
arresting 47 people in one of the few remaining 
major U.S. cities where authorities had not yet 
evicted demonstrators. 

Russian election under fire

Is it difficult to keep up your endurance 
when you have a stretch of shows like this? 

Oh, absolutely I’m a little daunted by it right 
now. I think it will be a challenge, but know- 
ing there’s a month off afterward makes it 
better, I think. 

How does your approach change when 
you’re playing a series of shows in one city 
like this? 

We haven’t really sat down and discussed the 
set list or anything like that, but it seems we’d 
need to touch on a lot of rarities and things 
like that, which we’ve kind of done on this 
tour anyway We’re sort of to the stage where 
... we realize people have heard “I Am Trying 
to Break Your Heart” many times — even if 


they’re casual Wilco fans. 

Do you have any memories of your first gig 
at the Vic on June 16, 1995? 

I do. After that show we returned to Lounge 
Ax and I just had that feeling that we had 
really made it. The Vic seemed so large; all 
I could think was, ‘Are we going to sell this 
out?” I doubt we did, but I think we put a 
respectable number of people in there. I 
remember thinking, “God, if we’re playing 
places like this, what else could possibly hap- 
pen?” I also remember it being filmed and 
Jeff {Tweedy} wearing a cowboy hat. 

You have quite a history with the Riv, includ- 
ing a December 2008 residency where you 


played every song in your catalog. How 
challenging was it to go back and learn the 
material for that stretch of shows? 

Me and Jeff could kind of rely on muscle 
memory a little bit. It’s in there in a weird 
way; it’s in your DNA. The new guys did a 
lot of work and sort of masterfully covered 
all of the parts. I think this lineup more than 
any other in the history of the band has real 
ownership of even the old material. There are 
many songs this lineup played that even the 
original lineups didn’t play at the time. 

I'm surprised you guys don’t have more of a 
history with the Metro. 

Yeah, I never played there. I’ve seen a thou- 
sand shows there, but to never have played 


there is crazy especially knowing {Metro 
founder and owner} Joe {Shanahan} and 
everything. 

Has it been awhile since you’ve played a 
room that size? 

In Prague or in Croatia we’ll play places that 
are about that size, and it’s a gas. So often 
these days we’re doing these theaters ... 
where it’s completely quiet and everyone’s 
seated with legs crossed. I think we’ve gotten 
pretty good at playing in those circumstanc- 
es, but everyone in the band comes from a 
general admission, on-the-floor-rock-club 
background.

I would imagine the Civic is going to be a lot 
louder than Lincoln Hall. I’m not predicting 
an acoustic show or anything, but just the 
size of the band is so outsized for the venue 
I think something radical might have to be 
done for that gig. I think with the Metro we 
can jam on that stage and get loud if we need 
to. I’ve certainly seen some very loud bands 
on that stage over the years, so I sort of 
expected to rock there. 

What’s one essential item you have on your 
rider these days? 

I guess lemons to make tea. Lately, Vosges 
Chocolate has been on the rider, which 


is very much a luxury What else? Certain 
types of wine, I would say as well, like a good 
sauvignon blanc. 

How do you think you would have answered 
that same question prior to that Vic show 
back in *95? 

Oh God. I think I would have tried to be 
a little more rock and roll, but I think the 
idea of actually getting a bottle of liquor 
was probably out of the question then. Just 
getting the right beer I think would have 
been the answer to that. Now we’re talking 
about gourmet chocolate and wine, so we’re 
officially not rock and roll anymore, I guess. 
{Laughs.}
